Given certain conditions the 
Fukien revolt, as has been point- 
ed out, may develop into another 
civil war. Yet in essence it 
differs from the sort of upheaval 
with which China has been too 
painfully familiar in the recent 
Past and which still finds illu 








tration in Szechuen. It re-|t 
presents a challenge to the 
Kuomintang and, in a special 


degree, to General Chiang Kai- 
shek himself. However much 
this further evidence of China's 
disunity is to be deplored, it is 
necessary to get it into proper 
focus and to realise that it really 
is more a political demonstration 





than a display of military re- 
caleitrance. The old Adam of 
warlordism has not been 


exercised but the widespread 
condemnation of the Fukien 
insurgents’ action from quar- 
ters which are by no means 
unsympathetic with the politi 
eal motives inspiring it, shows 
that there is still a’ strong 
desire to maintain the struggle 
for civil dominance over 
the military administration—a 
struggle which has, so far, failed 
to succeed and, in some eye 
has been checked by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. T. V. Soong. The 
‘personalities of certain of the 
Fouklen leaders are not impres- 
sive, My. Eugene Chen, fo 
example, has behind him a 
record "which suggests that 
capacity for mischief—and a 
certain’ pedagogic verbosit 
might represent the limits of his 
possible ascendancy, although, 
even with so drab an exponent 
of a drab creed, it is unwise to 
ve dogmatically prophetic. He 
and his colleagues, like other 
political leaders ‘possessed of 
more ability and, perhaps, 
greater sense of responsibility, 
must feel that they are, placed 
at asad disadvantage by the 
peculiar conditions of the 
present one-party system of 
Government which they consider 
is now almost a one-man affair. 
Generally the position is summed 
up in the underlying contentions 
of the South-Western Executive 
Committee's equivocal analysis 
which, in one ‘breath, condemns 
the Fukien revolt but criticises 
Nanking. 

Yersonal ambition naturally 
informs most political aspira- 
tions in China as elsewhere. 
There is also—in greater or less 
degreo—the more respectable 
motive of public service. In 
China the political leader out of 
office finds no scope for the 
beneficent exercise of his power 
of contributing to the country’s 
advancement by constitutional 
eriticism of the administration. 
So, at a time of grave crisis, he 
ig unable to share in the process 
of pooling brains for the better 
guidance of the nation. Com- 
Dinations and permutations of 
political groups can be given 
their appropriate weight, only 
by. admittedly dangerous ges- 
tures of violent antagonism in 
which the pathetic manipulation 
of illtrained, illequipped, ill- 
paid troops—poor pawns’ in a 
poor game—plays a tragie part, 
So a coterie of intellectuals, 
allied incongruously with eamou. 
flaged militarists, attempt to 
conduct political discussions in 
terms of hunchbacked strate- 
gics. ‘With the points of 
political difference between the 
contending groups a foreign 
observer has perhaps little con- 
cern. The choice of China's 
form of government rests 
primarily with China. The real 
iterest for the foreigner lies in 
his attitude toward the situation 
in its broadest possible inter- 
pretation. It is important, there- 
fore, carefully to consider

MOVING MOUNTAINS

Even so wellinstructed an 
audience as that which listened 
to Miss Margery Fry at Dr. W. 
S. New’s hospital on Thursday 
must have contained many who 
Were surprised at the glimpses 
given of the England of 1833, 
So often are the progressiv 
institutions of this century taken 
for granted, so effectively can 
the voice of the social reformer 
be heard in the House of Com- 
mons to-ay—although still 
there is, as Miss Fry pointed out, 
‘an enormots scope for vigilance 
—that the Englishman and 
Englishwoman are prone to 
forget the grim and not. s 
distant past, Readers of fiction 
realise that Dickens and King- 
sley were gallant champions of 
social reform and that, con: 
quently, “darkest England” of 
the 19th Century actually exist- 
ed. Yet even they are but dimly 
aware of the sterness of the fight 
raged by philanthropic societies 























against tho obscurantism of 
Parliament and public, before 
appreciable progress was made. 





The first step to deal with the 
employment of children in 
factories really came with the 
appointment of the select com: 
mittee of 1816, There had been 
jan Act of 1802 but it applied only 
to pauper children, The Select 
Committee of 1816 gave rise to 
the Factory Act of 1819 which 
was passed in the tecth of bitter 
‘opposition. It limited the hours 
of children to twelve and a half 
a day (one and a half hours 
of which were for meals) and it 
forbade the employment of 
children under nine years of age 
in cotton factories. It made no 
provision for inspection and, six 
years latex, in the debates on the 
‘actory Act of 1825 which limit- 
ed the hours of persons under 
sixteen to eleven, it was generally 
noted that the Act of 1819 had 
proved entirely inoperative. 
Even in what were held to be 
the “best mills,” children were 
compelled to work for twelve 
and a half hours a day and in 
others for fifteen or sixteen 
hours. Beside this picture of 
industrialisation must be set the 
amazing abuse of the power of 
an all too limited franchise to 
legalise a sweeping enclosure of 
common lands, until, in 1874, 
the growingr sense in urban areas 
of the need for parks and open 
spaces swung Parliament round 
on to the side of equity. Mean- 
while the ham had been done 
and rural England had suffered 
heavily. In 1843 there were still 
ten million acres of common 
land. In 1874 there were only 
two million. Moreover it should 
be remembered that impartial 
handling of this subject is of 
comparatively recent origin, 
Standard works of reference and 
reputable histories gloss far too 





























lightly over these social in- 
Justices of 19th Century 
England. On that account slone 


Miss Fry's address on Wednes- 
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day may even have shocked 


many of her hearers. 


‘And reform came by the 
steady pressure of public 
opinion, roused, not by. the 


electioneering campaign but by 
the disinterested activities of 
philanthropists and writers. To 
‘the names of Robert Owen and 
‘Anthony, 7th Earl of Shaftes- 
‘bury, should be added many of 
an earlier or later generation. 
‘The point to bear in mind is thi 
if to the Government alone the 
weople had looked for redress, 
nothing would have been done— 
or at any rate the process of re- 
form would have come at a 
Jaggard pace which might irre- 
trievably have ruined the 
stamina of the population. The 
topical value of a study such 
that put forward by Miss Fry in 
Shanghai is obvious to anyone 
who has noted current events 
and appreciated the rapid 
growth of industrialisation here. 
Ratepayers in the Settlement 
took a step forward last April 
when they strengthened the 
Council's hands im the matter of 
factory inspection. While it 
right that care should be taken 
to prepare publie opinion before 
attempting an advance, it is im- 
portant to remember that public 
opinion itself cannot be moved 
without incessant reminders. 
Discussing this factory issue last 
September this journal said 
“The industrialisation of Shang- 
tal is proceeding at such a pace 
that a labour population of some- 
‘thing like | 900,000 is already 
achieved, » .” 
and it ‘went on to urge that the 
authorities should take certain 
measures into consideration for 
‘tho improvement of housin 
and factory conditions. General 
recognition of the political 
dificulties specially besetting 
reform in China and Shanghai 
in particular must be taken into 
account. Parallels have their 
dangers but the deadly parallel 
which can be drawn between 
‘Miss Fry's picture of England in 
1888 and China in 1938 cannot 
be dismissed entirely by coun- 
sels of caution without incurring. 
‘the stigma of _poltroonery. 
Even in the England of, 
1883, political prejudices were 
active. They were readily seized 
‘upon by ‘those who fought 
stage by stage against the efforts 
of reformers. Miss Fry, on

‘The Council, within the 
framework of its existing powers, 
‘ean do much; it should be en- 
couraged in acting up to the full 
extent of that capacity. In many 
vespeets its aims are in advance

‘Miss Fry's gitidance is valuable. 
She carefully ayoided expressing 
views for Shanghai's hand- 
ling of its own problems.

Nor is it fitting to take 
Jalarm at the discussion of work- 
ers’ woes, merely on account of 
the fact that those wees are be- 
fing exploited unscrupulously by 
subversive agitators and gangster 
bosses. Rather iz it important 
to steal the thunder of the com- 
munist by showing how reform 
Jean proceed by orderly employ- 
Iment of the recognised means 
jar orderly persuasion. ‘There is 
fess reason to-day to believe in 
the virtues of violent mass move- 
ments—if they ever existed—for 
practical demonstration has shown 
their dangers and excesses. The 
Imeans of spreading knowledge for 
the conversion of stubborn oFpo-| 
Inents are immeasurably greater 
and more effective in these times. 
There are, indeed, many organi- 
sations through which the social 
reformer can work. Some of 
them have already done much for 
[China’s good. They require earn- 
est support and that faith which 
san move mountains—the moun- 
tains of indifference and ignor- 
ance. That is the task of edueat- 
jing public opinion so that, in due 
course, administrations can feel

REORGANISATION? 
Nov. 29. 


It is by no. means clear 
whether Signor Mussolini aims 
definitely at the reorganisation 
of the League of Nations as part 
of his reported intention to link 
up the non-League countries 
(including Japan and Germany) 
in a new combination for the 

reservation of — world-peace. 
Signor ‘Mussolini might be 3 
suitable agent in such an entei 
prise, He has been an outspoke: 
critic of the League. His coun- 
try is still a full member and 
officially assurances have been 
given that that status will be 
preserved. The onslaughts made 
‘on the League during the last 
two years have produced more 
critical attitude towards its 
activities. That is no bad 
thing. At this juncture when 
the League's prestige seems t 
be so gravely tarnished, it 
receiving a negative testimonial 
by reason of the sudden spurt in 
the arming of the nations. 
Moreover the suggestion that, 
with Italy's aid, a newer and a 
better League should be built 
up on the basis of the damaged 
structure, directly traverses the 
Jarguments which would condemn 
the League to the limbo wherein 
repose the Holy Alliance of 1815 
and the Grand Alliance of 1814 
described at the time as, 
in combination, the greatest con- 
structive attempt at agreement: 
for peace up to then attempt- 
ed. Whether the Italian Dictator] 
will be able to overcome Anieri- 
can reluctance to be associated 
with a revised version of the 
[Covenant which parted President 
Woodrow. Wilson from the 
majority of his countrymen re- 
mains to be seen. There are 
obvious reasons for considering: 
such a move to be incompatible 
with President Roosevelt's. 
strongly nationalist trend of 
policy. The possibility of a 
change having been wrought by 
the magic of M. Litvinoff’s new-_ 
found friendship at Washington 
must be taken into account. 

Great Britain and France have 
unequivocally re-affirmed their! 
faith in the League. The anxie-| 
ties of the smaller nations for| 
its continuance have been mani- 
fested ‘beyond doubt. Extra-| 
league efforts to solve the-ques- 
mn of disarmament have been 
defined as, being within the 
“framework” of the League. The 
critical observer may rightly] 
ask whether all this solicitude 
for the League is merely the| 
formal courtesy of executioners| 
about to- perform the happ:

kigdness? Are other countries 
about to dissemble their love by 
kicking the League downstairs? 
It has been urged that the effort 
of a hundred years ago failed 
because it ignored the rights of 
‘the smaller nations. To-day 
ironically enough, the League 
most vehemently attacked by 
some because it is alleged to 
ive undue power to the smaller 
nations on whom responsibility 
for a breach of the peace 
but lightly rests. The concen- 
tration of members of the 
League—with the insistent en- 
couragement of a non-member, 
the United States of America— 
fon the problem of disarmament 
has tended to obscure other 
fundamental principles of. the 
Covenant. Disarmament in the 
main is an economic devi 
is only 
against war in that, by 
ing the military budget, it giv 
promise of an economic recovery 
which may be conducive to the 
maintenanee of peace. Even 
the clearest perception of the 
devastating ruthlessness of the 
modern machinery for destruc- 
tion cannot avail in doing more 
than provide an emotional incen- 
tive to peace-organisation. Much 
‘seems to depend on the ultimate 
consequences of the various 
agreements directly entered into 
by the nations; will those agree- 
ments recreate the system of 
competing alliances, as some 
commentators suggest, or will 
thoy be employed to improve and 
correct the machinery of the 
League? 

However strongly the League 
may be entrenched, it is undeni- 
able that the defections of Japan 
and Germany, set beside the 
non-membership of the United 
States of America and the 
USSR. to say nothing of th 
long restiveness of Italy, raise 
serious issues regarding its 
competence as a _world-instru- 
ment of the future. The great 
virtue of the recent crisis seems 
to lie in the revelation that it 
has evoked on behalf of the 
League the most vigorous efforts 
of championship. ‘The more the 
weakness of the League is ex- 
posed, the more insistent seems 
to be the demand to make it 
trong. Causes of loss of faith 
in the League have been many 
Among them must be noted the 
inexperience of the permanent 
lofficialdom which it has created. 
Time will amend that defect. 
Yet, even now, it is unfortunate 
that the Leagte lacks machinery. 
for a world-wide exposition of 
its functions and attitude. The 
so-called League of Nations 
Unions are, in England at all 
events, well-meaning but un- 
official bodies which have been 
guided by rash fanaticism when 
reasoned and — well-grounded 
arguments were urgently re- 
quired. To-day in Shanghai it 
is virtually "impossible for 
anyone to obtain authoritative 
information on the League's 
activities. Geneva sends out a 
flood of indigestible literature to 
certain selected quarters. It is 
tepidly responsive to. that 
approach with which Government 
departments in most countries 
know so well how to deal. This 
condition of _semi-sec 
lent itself to avcusations of 
intrigue or bureaucratic des- 


















































potism. The world is disin- 
clined to place itself at the 
merey of a coterie of intellec- 
tuals, although, —_illogically 


enough, many nations are quite 
content to follow the will o° the 
wisp of demagogism. The 
League has not been able 
sufficiently to impress on each 
individual member the vital fact 
that it is no super-organisation 
but just as strong and as weak 
‘as its members choose to make it, 
It has lacked the necessary 
frankuess in facing criticism. 
Even now—perhaps more than 
ever—the dominance of Great 
Britain and France withia the 
League refutes, in the minds of 
many, the contention that 
gives’ equality of status. 
does not reflect on the League 
idea. It merely emphasises a 
failure to act on the true spirit 
of the Covenant. If the new 
movement for reorganisation 
receives support, attention will 
have to be paid to these and 
other considerations. (Above all 
the opportunity must be given 





for restoring the principle of 
peace-building. At present the 
nations are falling back on the 
Jold desperate technique of pre- 
paring for war. Faith in the 
League need not falter, if the 
facts are squarely faced and on 
that account Signor Mussolini's 
reported effort is to be wel- 
jcomed.

For Scotland 
seemed predestined to form with 
England one homogeneous king- 
ldom. ‘The outward frontiers of 
both were the son; there was no 
imposing physical ‘barrier be- 
tween them. Even in the 16th 
eentury the Scots spoke an 
intelligible form of English, 
differing from the northern 

English more in spelling and 
Pronunciation than in idiom and 
vocabulary. In religion they 
fhad much in common, though 
that very religion tended to 
promote their disunion, and it 
lwas only by a dynastic accident 
that the two countries came to 
be “united under one crown 
‘though even then a century of 
war and unrest had to pass be- 
fore they did indeed become one 
kingdom. But one kingdom it 
did eventually become, and while 
occasionally there is some outcry. 
for Scottish home rule, there are 
Englishmen who contend that 
the Scots already have that, and 
Ja great deal more besides, 
arguing that if the English were 
the pioneers of Empire its con- 
trol has now passed to the men 
Mayont the Tweed.” Certainly 
those warlike bands, which in 
the early centuries swept south 
lof the Cheviots in forays which 
eaused so much anxiety, have 
ceased their operations but there 

now a continual tide of Scots 
drifting into England, very often 
to the dismay of the English, and | 
quietly absorbing places of | 
control with an air of almost 
certainty in a species of divine 
right. 

What is it about the Scot 
hich makes him so outstanding 
mongst the British? There is 
a quality about the other races 
which go to form the population 
lof the British Isles—except per- 
haps for some irridentist. 
[sections—which enables them to 
sink their identity except for 
some day or other in the year 
when the call of origins arouses 
a nostalgic patriotism which 
must be emphasised if only for

While admirable efforts are 
being made to raise funds for 
relieving distressed _unemploy- 
ment it seems unfortunate that 
nothing is being done to ap- 
proach the study of the problem 
in scientific fashion. Shanghai 
always presents a curious mix- 
ture of the ultra-modern and the 
archaic, the efficient and the 
inefficient. So there comes 
prim and proper rebuke to 
wicked mixers of metaphors 
who would suggest that 
kind hearts may be more than 
coronets but they do not butter 
Parsnips. After all these weeks 
of discussion of the importance 
of avoiding overlapping it is 
discouraging to read such 
letter as appeared in this journal 
yesterday from “Nemo.” Even 
if the case which was cited turn- 
ed out to be the product of mis- 
understanding, the mere fact 
that it could’ be cited at all, 
without, apparently, any hope 
‘of obtaining redress was si 
nificant.

Support of 
the relief funds is likely to 
languish |when once the emo- 
tional stimulus of the Christmas 
season has gone, Nothing but a 
mock sympathy will have been 
sgenerated. And, whatever may 
be the extent of distress now, it 
ig not unreasonable to suggest 
that, in 1934, unless a startling 
change oceurs in trade condi 
tions, “worse remains. behin 
Already efforts are being made 
to belittle the gravity of the 
situation. Tt has been stated 
that there are comparatively few 
cases of real distress and almost 
none which are not covered by 
the societies. It is alleged 
that, 80 per ‘cent, of the Une 
employed are unemployable and 
that there ave many firms which 
have posts vacant but cannot 
fill them because of the unsuita- 
bility of applicants, or, indeed, 
because there are no applicants, 
All these statements may" be 
based on fact, but, if they” are, 
that immeasurably’ strengther 
the argument for investigation. 
If the money distributed to the 
charitable societies is going on 
hand-to-mouth solatia to so 
large a proportion of unemploy- 
ables, then the sooner

Let it be repeated that the pro- 
posal does not involve, for a mo- 
ment, the cessation or suspension 
of charitable relief. It does not 
implicitly criticise’ the splendid 
work now being done in raising 
funds and directly ministering to 
distress. It does not aim at set- 
ting up a permanent organisation, 
It merely demands the ad hoc ap- 
pointment of a small expert in- 
vestigating body charged to exa- 
mine the problem, in the light of 
its members’ experience and local 
Knowledge, and to make a report 
on the results of such an inquiry. 
In putting forward tentatively 
the outlines of this plan nearly 
four weeks ago, this journal in- 
dicated three months as the pro- 
Dable time required for the in- 
Vestigation. ‘The co-operation of 
a body, such asthe Shanghai 
General“ Chamber of Commerce, 
Was suggested and close contact 
and consultation with the chari- 
table societies—without, it is 
hoped, adding: much to their la- 
bowrs—was proposed.

perhaps is due to the constant. 
State of having the hump—or 
two of them. Yet there was 
assuredly no disposition to 
ignore an animal of such ex- 
treme versatility and pictures- 
queness. If only because of the 
difficulty of determining whether 
tho camel has two humps or on 
it is always interesting to give @ 
thought to the  oont—that 
ingenious name which so well 
Mlustrates the _ onomatapoeic 
trick, impressed upon the fourth 
form by sundry applications of 
the rod. It is curious that 
while singh (lion) sher (tiger) 
hati (elephant) sampf (snake) 
balu (bear) bakri (goat) bail 
(buffalo) carry no indication of 
the animal's habits the camel's 
designation very definitely doe 
Oont is what anyone would say, 
from whatever country he 
‘ame, when once he had passed 
a string of camels toiling along 
the road. Just as the oolu is 
elearly the owl and incidentally 
provides a mild term of abuse 
for those who wish to avoid the 
coarser® styles. About humps: 
the theory that the dromedary 
has two humps and the camel one 
or vice versa does not ‘hold 
water, The dromedary is really 
only the name for ‘the swift 
camel, as the classcial scholar 
will tell. Confusion seems to 
be due’ to the accident of 
acquaintanceship, ‘Thus the 
single-humped Arabian camel 
has the label “Camelus drome- 
darius” but after all that enables 
you to back the animal both 
ways. It is best to be satisfied 
with oont: it carries you every- 
where, although those who have 
been actually enrried by the oont 
will admit that it takes time to 
become accustomed to the strain 
of that tittupping motion which 
produces something unpleasant- 
ly like seasickness, 














‘The oont deserves his little 
niche. He fs at a disadvantage 
Decause to see him at his best. 
is not given to everyone. The 
‘world is no longer centred round 
the deserts wherein he shines as 
a carrier, general factotum and 
protector. It finds the oont a 
Jittle comic, nearly as comic a3 
the gitaffe and the oont is so su- 
pereilious that he does not quite 
know how to meet that attitude. 
Brains are not his strong point, 
as they are with the elephant. 
Wis dignity has to have the 
setting for appreciating it, at its 
proper worth. Moreover to 
great strength and speed he 
addg a remarkable susceptibility 
to disease. ‘The commandant of 
@ camel corps has upon his 
shoulder more trouble than the 
ruler of the biggest creche in a 
large city. Veterinary surgeons 
have made fortunes in attempt- 
ing to find an effective preven-

Unhappily memories of oonts 
generally trip up on disaster. 
Vivid, for example, is that 
journey on horsebacié along the 
narrow ridge 6,000 feet above 
sea-level, when, turning a 
‘sharp corner, the horse suddenly 
reared and there was a hurried 
depositing of its rider on the 
[safe but rocky side of the ridge, 
[just because an oont had put his 
long neck into the picture and 
was passing, fortunately on the 
outside of ‘the ledge; on his 
lawful occasions as a’ baggage 
unit in His Majesty's forces. 
Then there was that day when a 
small camel squadron, peeved at] 
being left out of the great, pro- 
cession and kept in the back- 








ground for police duty, decided |

et in Lahore at Christmas 
the Governor makes his cere- 
monial attendance at church 
drawn up by a pair of richly 
harnessed camels in a carriage 
which was long ago designed by 
‘a famous London coachbuilder 
expressly for those lordly 
animals. And that same carri- 
age and pair had once the 
supreme pleasure of completely’ 
disturbing the equanimity of the 
four-in-hand coach of a famous 
cavalry regiment. The horses, 
surprised at the sight of the 
oonts, took fright and incon- 
tinently threw thelr own coach 
and its occupants into a nullah.
